Fire had ſeized upon the Caſtle, a Coal was carried from it by the

4 believed them to be ſecure, and even upon, A May-pole which ſtood pe | 


a great diſtance from any Houle, which was burn'd within two Yards 
| ot the Ground. . 


Tho the Fire "WJ broke out in the ns manner, 5 3 be 
own'd to be of Divine permiſſion, as a judgment upon ſuch as ſuffer 


by it; but how mach more muſt this Flame immediately deſcending 


from Heaven be acknowledged. to be a Judgment upon the Inhabitants 
of the Place conſumed, and ought to be taken as a warning by: others. 

Poſſibly fome may, think the Inhabitants of this Town have heen ve- 
ry Impious, & compare the Poſſeſſors of the 2 Houſes that are ſav'd, 
52 Lot, who eſcap d . 5 all his Neighbours were deſtroy'd. But not 


knowing any thing of the matter of Fact, either of the Impiety of the 
one,” nor Sanctity of the other, I ſhall lay nothing of it.
